New York, July 19.—Jack Rose, the 
gam bler sought In connection with the 
m urder t>l H erm an Rosenthal, su rre n ­ 
dered and was held without bail un 
the charge of homicide. 
Rose went to police 
headquarters 
and was questioned for two hours by 
Deputy Com m issioner Dougherty. Rose 
adm itted, Dougherty said, that he was 
a passenger in 
the 
automobile in 
which R osenthal's m urderers drove to 
the Hotel Metropole, but said that he 
left it before the shooting took place. 
The deputy com m issioner would not 
say w hether Rose told who else was 
in the car when he left It. After the 
exam ination Rose, who is the m an who 
figured in the charges of gam bling 
graft made by Rosenthal against Po­ 
lice Lieutenant Becker, was taken to 
District 
Attorney 
W hitm an’s 
office, 
where it was expected that he would 
be examined in connection with the 
grand jury investigation into the gam ­ 
bling situation. 
Police Com m issioner Waldo bas a n ­ 
ticum ed the suspension of Patrolm an 
William J. Kile, who was in the Hotel 
Metropole off duty at the time of the 
m urder and unsuccessfully pursued in 
a taxicab the automobile in which the 
m urderers est aped. 
Hose gave himself, the deputy com 
missioner said, after the latter had 
told Brldgie Webber, arrested Wed 
need*} in the case, to find Rose and 
tell him to come immediately to head­ 
quarters.

positive," said Dougherty 
later, "that I shall have the m urder­ 
ers of 
Rosenthal in custody before 
long, and I believe I know who did

Rose s statem ent to mc 
does not implicate Lieutenant Becker.

deadly fear of aaaassinatlon. 
So deep­ 
ly did he dread being killed that be 
usually remained a captive in hts own 
palace, surrounding him self only with 
those to whom he was more valuable 
alive than dead, and at once slaying 
any one whom be even rem otely sus­ 
pected of having designs upon his life. 
The Ylldlz Kiosk 
hid 
thousands 
of 
black tragedies. 
Fear of death made Abdul’s life 
a 
burden. 
It robbed bim of slumber. At 
tim es the only way he could be put 
to sleep was by hearing som e one read 
aloud the story of the awful punish­ 
m ents that had been Inflicted on som e 
of the slayers of rulers. 
T hese tales 
of torture.would lull him to rest. 
Abdul Hamid was born In 1842. 
He 
was the second ton of a sultan and 
cam e to th* Turkish throne In 1876 
when his elder brother was 
deposed. 
To make way for 
Abdul, 
another 
brother was murdered and a nephew 
falsely Imprisoned ae a maniac. Th# 
new sultan began his reign by prom­ 
ising countless reforms— and by per­ 
forming none of them. 
H is 
Balkan 
States in those days were In wild re­ 
volt. At home, the “Young Turk" m ove-1 5° 
ment was already busy trying to build 
up the rotten governm ent and to abol­ 
ish tyranny. 
Th* people murmured. 
The Turkish crown seem ed tottering. 
Abdul Hamid had before him a task 
that would have crushed m ost rulers. 
Yet he performed It with a skill that 
•tam ped him ae the subtlest and ablest 
statesm an of h is day. 
At the outset of his career as sultan 
the atrocities In the Balkans led Rus­ 
sia to declare war on Turkey. Russia 
won the conflict and might have wiped 
the stain of Turkish crimea from the 
earth had not th# other European pow 
era grown Jealous. 
They Interfered; 
saved Turkey and deprived Russia of 
nearly all th# fruits of her victory. Al­ 
ready the sultan was beginning 
to 
show his rara 
statesm anlike 
quali­ 
ties. 
In the peace treaty 
Abdul 
made 
many flue promises. 
He kept none of 
them, and ha so fooled the European 
powers that he suffered no penalty 
from bls breach of faith. 
Ha choked 
the voice 
of 
liberty, 
silenced 
the 
"Young Turk*" by force and 
made 
him self sole m aster of his empire. By 
playing one nation against another and 
by owing som e of them huge debts 
that his downfall might cancel, he 
kept the world at large from interfere 
Ing with hie hdtrlble plana. 
For Instance, in 1896-1896 the signal 
was given by him for a w holesale mas­ 
sacre of Armenian Christians. 
Thou­ 
sands of 
defenseless 
persons 
were 
slaughtered. 
A far lesser series of 
atrocities had brought on a war with 
Russia in 1877. 
Yet this tim e not one 
European nation lifted 
a 
finger 
to 
check the outrage. 
But tyranny has alw ays wrought Its 
own destruction. W hile Europe, bound 
hand and foot by the web 
of 
Abdul 
Hamid s w ily diplomacy, took no step 
to check bls crimes, bls own people at 
length rose against bim. 
The “Young 
Turks" grew too strong to 
be 
put 
down. 
There was an alm ost bloodless 
revolution In 1908. 
Abdul was 
de­ 
posed in April, 1909, and was sent to 
Betonica as a 
state 
prisoner. 
His 
younger brother, Mehmed, or Moham- 
ed, was taken from a prison palace 
where Abdul had confined him, and 
was placed upon th* Turkish throne. 
That Abdul was deposed Is but nat­ 
ural. 
The only wonder is that he was 
able to hold his shaky power In such 
m asterful fashion for a third of a cen­ 
tury.

Kaplan

He found Swart* In bed, 
with the end of a gas tube that ran 
I lorn the m i d d l e of the celling tied to 
his mouth 
A hospital physician found 
the man was dead 
W ritten in lead pencil on his collar 
w(r» the words: "I am guilty and in­ 
sane." 
There were several pieces of news­ 
paper lying around, and on one of 
th is - was written the sentence: 
"I was -sorry the minute after I did 
It. 
So don’t cry for me." 
A let‘er written on both sides of a 
w'hlfe envelope, which had been tom 
o;a*n, was found lying on the floor. 
This was in part as follows: 
"New York. July 17, 1912. 
“This is only to my dear mother, 
who I arn always homesick for. and 
same to the reef and Pa. whose word 
I am taking by doing this. which I fig­ 
ure the easiest death In my own esti­ 
mation 
"I want to say that lf I happen to 
b* revived in order to he executed, 
why I ll take that medicine Just the 
s a n e 
My last job was at Pocket 
book m anufacturing company, at 74 
Grand street 
He owes me for two 
days work. please secure pay and give 
to mother, for sh e’s very very poor. 
■Tic sorry to cause the trouble to 
my neighbor, but all he'll have to do 
is call a cop Tell mother again that I 
am really guilty and she ll not cry her 
eves and he art out 
I know she thinks 
I’m Inure eof 
I’m sorry I did It, but 
I got crazy as I often do and you can t

Swartz, bis landlord 
said,

strangers, he finally brought himself 
to entertain the idea of suicide aug 
nested t i , hlni by his father. 
On I* a few flays ago Swartz's father 
informed the police that his son had 
told him that he had killed the girl, 
aim that he had responded that there 
was nothing left but for the son to 
commit suicide 
It was thought for a time that the 
bod' of Swartz had Wen recovered 
from the Hudson river. 
A body in 
the ll olm ken morgue was identified at 
first a- that of Swart* by hts brother 
In law, Henry Alexander, but Alezan 
der later declared that he had h*en 
mistaken and the search for Swrtz was 
continued until the discovery of hie 
body.
